Far- 
ther, Sempte ia Ms History of the Baptists in Virginia, 
says, that at a meeting of the Gcueral Committee in i789y 
tbe Baplistg.resolved " that slaveii-y is a .violent deprivation 
of the rights of natnre and inconsistent witli repnblican 
government, and therefore we recommend it to oar breth- 
len to make use of eveiy measure to extirpate this hoirid 
evil firom the land»" Such was the position of some of the 
leading sects in regard to this question at that early day. 
Let; us glance brieHy at their course since that time, and at 
tJ;eir present position. In S801 the General Conference 
>f, the. Methodist JIpist3opai Church said : " We . are 
more than ever convinced of the great evil of African Sla* 
very, which still exists in the United States." Observe 
feere the studied dilution of the testimony of 1780, when 
$Iavi>ry was, admitted to be laot merely " an evil " but a dn^ 
eontrar- to the laws of God, man and nature." Coming 
down to 1836, we find the Conference held at Cincinnati, 
deebw tlmt tliey wholly disclaim anv right, wish or inten- 
tion to interfere\vith the civil and political relation of mas- 
tcjr and slave as it exists in the. slave holding States of tfiis 
imion." This was adopted by a vote of 130 to 14. Why 
so ^Teat a ehaji^^ The answer is to be found in the fact 
that ttH>sm\ii\y oi the nuinistDrs woi-o themselves slaveholders.

a man owning a thougand slaves' finds admission to h^f 
dommtmiou jnat as freely as a maa who owns none. In ^ 
wotdy skveholding works no moire disqualiuoation f&r mesrri-*-- 
bersihip in the Methodist Episcopal Chmoh thmi it - does in 
the Methodist Episcopal Charch South."' To corroborate 
this statementj the editor qaote;^ a resoltilion of the Balti- 
more Conference, deterJnining to keep travelling preachersf 
free from Slavery bat determining at the same time ^* not 
to hold' conneciton with an Ecclesiastical body that shall" 
make non'St.aveholding a cmdiUm of membership in the 
chorch." In 185i, a prominent member of conference said : 

Siaiveholders claimed to be in the church hy right and 
under the discipline of the chnrch, and not merely by saffer* 
ance and tolerance ; and he (Mr. Collins) endors^j-d their 
fully; and completely." f . 

Taming nov*r to the Presbyterian church we find a state of 
thingij precisely similar. In !8I6 the General Assemblyji 
while it called* slavery a " momniul evil directed the em- 
surs of the note (of 1794) to the eighth commandment. In- 
iSSoy Mr. Stewart of Illinois a ruling Elder, in advocating- 
sundry anti-slavery memorials, urged the General Assembly: 
to take action on "the subject. He said : 

" In this' Chtirch, n man may take a free born child^ force 
it away from its parents, to whom God gave it in chargev 
* saymg bring it up for me,* and sell it as a beast, or hold it 
in perpetual bondage, imd not only escape corporal punislF 
ment, but really bo esteemed an excellent Christ iim. ' Ney, 
oven mimstersof the Gospel and Doctors of Divinity may- 
ojigagt) iii tliisi unholy tmilio and yet sustain their high iuui' 
hofy calling. Elders, Ministers and Doctox-s of lDivinity- 
are, withbcrth hands, engjtged iu the p3rt\ctice.^* 

Tha facts w«*R> not disputtul, a Comniilteo was ap|>oim-^ 
ed whioh yepbvtwi in 188(1 thut *^ the? subject of sla\'ory is iu«' 
sopambly ^sonneoted with the iuws- of many of tho^ Sjtat^js^^

(Iff Uf Intffffere^'' and that " any actiai or* th« piJit of the as- 
scstably woaW lesrd to distract and to divide ottr Cha rche?!;" 
Th« matfgr was tfierefore indefimieiy postponed. In l/:38 
the ChoTch was di-iridcd mtoth« Old and Kew Schools, bat, 
diiferiogon many pointg, ihcT© has been wonderful bar- 
immj oa the sabjeti: of Slavery, From year to year the 
OM School lK>dj T'isol w that it ia of the greatest coHse- 
tjiaeBce to the intcresta of the Chtirch that the subject 
of Slavery shali not be discussed"; and there the question 
xemams. The conduct of the New School on this stibject 
has been vaciilating and inconaistent in the extreme. At 
one lirae resolations have been passed declaring Slavery 
nnrighteoas and oppressive, and exhorting lo its abolition, 
font these ajre followed by others palliating and qnalifying 
soasto nentralize all that preceded. Indeed no one can ex* 
amine the action of the Cbnrch as a whole withont conclnd- 
ing, with Mr. Goodell, that but little moral difference exists 
between the divided branches. " The one has more slave- 
holdeis under its jnrisdiction than the other, bnt both toler- 
ate the practice. The one does this to retain many mera- 
fegrs, the other to retain a few. The one does it believing 
Sls5'Feiry to be a Bible Institution ; the other, believing it to 
be * mirighteous' and ^oppressive.' The one makes no pre- 
tence of any intention to discipline any sort of slavehold- 
ers, the other holds the rod over a class of them that it * hss 
ao iuforaiation' of being found within its encloanres, bnt 
yearns to go out of its boundaries to ciasp them to its bo- 
som." 

The Congsegationalists, the descendants and successors 
of the Puritans, of whom better might have been, expected, 
have in th&lr Associations and Consociations pursued a 
cousse practiflally the same. They have fraternised with 



and otherwise what thev were forced to proscribe as sin- 
f \ and have condomaea "slavery'* father than " slawhold- 
icg," a distinction i»ot very perceptible to persons of ojiU- 
nary intelligence* Fjcrf. Stusurt Andover, by whom a 
laii^ portion of the Congregationalist Ministers \\m% bcsen 
edttimted, and to whom they have been in the habit of look- 
ing up forinstwolioii in soripturtil tiuth% taught that the 
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fixjstence f/f nln.vn'ry wa^ not sin j thut thf. fiMm of it WES' 
only eBacntial ami fandamentai wrong; orwl theTe&^Tfl 
iKlatioTi of ma?4er and. slave m^y exist, ^afoa /?^^r, mha^ 
ecdmsittj "without violating the ChriKtiaa laith, ot the 
Church," And after the passage of Ihe infamows FtigitifC 
Slave Bill in 1950, the FirofeafWT wa» amongst the first to 
appear a« the defender and eialogi»t of Hon, Daniel Webstef, 
for the part he took in procnring and advocatiag that in- 
iqaitowa measore, and vindicated hig defence at length in a 
published pamphlet. Then again ih© pnblicatioiMJ of the 
Congregational Body, such as the Christian Spectator^ teach 
that the Bible " contains no explicit prohibition of Slavery. 
It recognises both in the Old and New Teataraents, such a 
constitntion of society, and it lends its authority to enforce 
the mutual obligations resulting from that constitution," 
The Editor of the Vermont Chronicle^ (Rev. Joseph Tracy) 
now of the New York Observer^ wrote of slaves, " that tliey 
have no right to be taught to read immediately,^^ And 
while advocating the education of such, ** vmild pass no 
i'entence either of amdemmtioik or (approval, o» those who 
tinthheld this art from their slaves 

The Baptists ajpe not behind their brethbrsn of other eccle- 
siastical organizations, in defending slavery and iVowning 
down all attempts at abolition. Southeis Baptists teach 
that ^'•adopting^ slavery as one of the allowed rekttiom of So' 
detyy Christ made it the province of his religion only to 
prescribe the redpromi duties of ike i elation* The Sa- 
vannah River Ba^ptist Association of Ministers decided m 
1835 that the divine institution of marriage must be 
modified m conformity witis the slave code, and that slave 
cohabitation, for the increase of their Iraman cliatteis, mnv 
be enforced by Ministers, without subjecting them to "cAi*«^ 
ctmtfreJ^ In 188^th<& Rev. T)r. Free«uim,inim exposition 
of the vi&cs of Sa^di^Sy said: "the right of holding slaves 
isolQarly establislwd m the Holy Scriptures, both by pre* 
oept au<i example.'* At tho north tht^e is delightful uuity 
with the south on this subject. Thi Rov» Dr. BoHos, of 
Massachusetts, said, itK 18^4, " theio is a pleasing mim 
among tlio multiplyiwg thousands of Baptists throughout the 
land ; our southern brethorn as« generally, both ministejrs 
and pooplo, slaveholders*'* " The gx>at majority of jioxth-

offering {heir talents and infiaeBce at the unholy shrine, and 
openly lepesttrng the awfal blasphemy, that the precepts of 
our' Sayionr sanction the- aystem of American Slavery. 
Her Northern (free state) clergy, with rare exceptions, what- 
ever they may feci on the sab'«?et, rebnke it neither in pub- 
lic nor in private, and her periodicals, far f/ora advancing 
the progress of abolition, at times oppose oor Societies, 
impliedly defending- slavery, as not incompatible with 
Christianity, and occasionally with holding information' nse- 
fiii to the cause of freedom. Two sermons, justifying Sla^" 
^•err, preached by a clergyman in presence of Bishop 5ves, 
(a native of a firee state) were aetuaUy repnblished, as a re- 
rrgious aact, arid the author was afterwards made Bishop i 
of Texas!" ■ ■ ^ 

Such is the position of the leading religions sects in the 
Ignited States on the subject of Slavery. In the most of 
them there are noble exceptions as regards individual 
Chttrches, and in all of them, of members, who are most 
devoted friends of the slave; ; but we are now w^i-itiw^ of 
the general characteristics of tfefe great body of th© minis- 
ters and people. Regarding the smaller ox^nia^ations^ but 
1 ittltr of a v<ii'y satisfactory nature cim be said. The Pro^. > 
testant Methotlist Churdh (without Bishops) allows SiaVe- 
hoUUsig. Tt\e Butch Reformed Churt;h co-operates with 
Sla\\>lioldi«g Ohorehos in Mi^io?iary enterprises, though 
ftt the lulo^^nenil synod which met at New Yi>rk, they' 
leittsed to aainit into' fellowship tho JSforth Carolinj^ classest 
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f/f Ihc (.immzn 'Umtatmf'Al frmjrch, mmti of whose jrjinj'^fers 

m\\m\9itf!t n.re rlivided on the Slavery fjOfistion ?ts ali th(5 
others. The Freewill Baptlata and thft Scotch Covenanters 
t^fko anii-slavery growr/d. The Cwmb^/'l^iad PresbvteTinnjJ

*^ as spirituai hodmBy they have no cogiiizanre of civil mat- 
ters." The Disciples, or Campbellites, are slaveholder*) 
and slaves — Campbell hiroself held that " there is but one 
verse m the Bible inhibiting it," and eoncinded that "it 
13 not imraoraL" Bat the low views of the Church in re- 
gard to this whole question will be still more apparent 
when we come to consider the action of ecclesiaaticai 
Boards and Missionary Societies, a branch of onr subject 
which we mast reserve for a second article. 

In reviewing the foregoing statements, then, as regards 
the Southern Church, we find the ibllowing principles es- 
tablished by them as sammed up brie% by Mrs. Stowe in 
her Key to IFncIe Tom's Cabin. For each of these state- 
ments we have docaaientary Evidence before as. 1. That 
slavery is an innocent and lawful relation as much as that 
oi parent and child, husband and wife or any other lawful 
r>ifatioQ of » jciety* 3. Tlmi it is consistent with the most 
Iratemai regard for the good of the slave. 3. That masters 
ought not to be disciplined for selling slaves withoist their 
eon^mt. 4 That the right to buy, sell and hold men for 
purposes of gain was given by espress permission of God. 
5. That the laws whiek forbid the education of the slave 
are rights and meet the approlmticai the reflecting part of 
the Christiaa community* 6. That the fact of slavery is 
not a question of morals at ail, but is purely one of politi- 
cal economy. *?» The right ol masters to dispose of the 
iXmSi isi their slaves has t)ee» distinctly tecogais^ h^jr the 
Creator of all things. 8. That . Slavery as it exists in the; 
Uaited States, is not a moral evil. S, That without a new 
revelation from heaven, no man is entitled to pronoimce 
Slav^sry wrotog* 10. That the separation of slaves by sale; 
should be regarded as separatioJi by death, aad the parlies 
allowed to marry agtiih. 1 1. That th^ tostimon^ of colored 
members o^ the; Churches shall not be tafcea agiiuist a white 
j^ersoii, ; IS. That it is right and proper to put down all 
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■eft<'j!,iii'y upon ihhm\>}('M hy f.ynch law. What now is tho 
position of the Northern Churoh ? One of deep compli- 
cHy, All their influence, and it is mighty, has been 
thirown on the side of the oppressor. Their course has beew 
ono of tempoTizing and concefjsion, vmtil the distinction be- 
tween North arid Sontb, in too many instances, has been 
obliterated. The friends of freedorn and of the slave have 
beeia characterized as fanatics ; and men whose whole lives 
have been spent in acts of benevolence and mercy, haye 
been shtinned as inJidels. The position of the various 
Northern Missionary Organizations will be gathered from 
the Tract which has been Kjpablished by Mr. Linton, and 
which he is distributing widely at bis own expense. Ilis 
well worthy the attention of religions .men, and especially, 
that portion of them on whom our Bible, Tract, and Sab- 
bath School Societies depend for support. 



SECOND ARTICLE. 

In our previous anicle ou the above subject, we traced 
briefly the couyse ofthe American Churches of all the lead- i 
ing denominations, and proved, we think, very satisfacto-> 
rily, that that course has been one, not of progress, but of re- 
trogression. We showed that, while almost every sect at 
one time ot another spoke out plainly against slavery^ and 
in most instances decmR2d siaveholding sinfftl^ all the great 
sects are at the present moment substantially hafmonious: 
in repudiating their quondam statements, and in declaring 
the institution of human slavery, ks it exists in the United 
States, Bot Keesssarily sinful — m other wosds, not a nlnper 
We adduced documentaiy evidonco to testify that this 
is itm of the principal organizations, both northern and 
southern. We stated tliat, iio the north, th«re wose Chorohes 
in almost all tho vavious bodies, as Ihote were individu- 
al jnombors in the Churchi'Sf wIm> dissented from these 
views, and who eame out openly against the atmoitlfrs of 
t^hivery, imd hesitated not to deoto Savory a stft and slaviV 
holding*i'»/>/;. TheiSQ, hornmr, are e.\cq)tions, whosa ve*. 
ly existence wily mtvon .to ostabilsh the ehiwfges pmfeited^ 



againsi tfse gteat Wasa of pfofenmng Northern Chthtima. 
Ouf object in the present article is to take a cnmory glance 
a* the relation of slavery to the great Missionary organijia- 
tiofis and Traet and fjook Societies in' the neighbouring 
ITniofi, and to see whether they Jo not, both by what they do 
and by what they fail to do, strengthen the slave power, 
irapede anii'-slavery action, and fierionsiy injure, not mere- 
If the canse of civil and religious freedom, but the cav-ie of 
Christianity, with which these are identified. Before en- 
tering directly on this subject, we Would advert for a mo- 
ment to the case of the Baptist Cburcli, whose position and 
views we have been accused of misrepresentiL^. 

For the benefit of the friendly critic who called our at- 
tention to this subject, we produce an extract from an ar- 
tioie which U ely appeared in the American Baptist, and 
which we submit, bears out fully the general statements we 
advanced in our former article. The writer, after saying 
that the Baptists have no great ecclesiastical organization 
to which memorials on the subject may be addressed — that 
the Churches are nominally independent, and may occupy 
such a position in relation to slavery, as they severally will, 
adds: — 

There is, howevier. practically, no sisch thing as with- 
drawing church fellov^ihip from* slaveholder, and still re- 
maining in the deno' iiinatioii. The Church thiat t:x;clude3 
slaveholders from its eommunionvto be consistent, mu;jt al- 
so exclude those who commune with slaveholders ; and 
this would be to exclude the great body of the Churches, in 
the North as well as in the Sottth. The hope has been cher- 
ished that the Northern Churches imder a conviction of the 
titteriy anti»chri&tiati character of slavery, might separateV 
themselves Itom the SoutUom Churches, among whom the ^ 
abomination is pmcUatnli But the }>robabiUty of suck a / 
sepotatlou seems less, today, than it did ton or twenty years / 
ago. IVue, theye has boeii, fmm moti\'t?8 of oxpodienoy, a 
sspamtioii of thd missionsuy ajui other benevolent orgtmi* 
jsations itt which tho two vsootions wero formerly combined ; 
bnt th6 bond of ** denouunfUionai wnity" remains anbwkoiu

The n>|H>rt further »tuto« that then> «rcnow 80 ftliivehold- 
ers in the (Muuituw Mission Churohes, and 1? slaveholders 
in their ChunHheH'uuoug the Cherokee*. "TIuh, "swyw the 
Frt^e I'n^shyteriun^'* i» the eouohusion of nil the high-Aound* 
ing professiouu ot anti'*ilavory aenl and principle put forth 
in behalf of the Ameriean Board by its friends last year. 
It take« itH place alongnide of all the slaveholding Churches 
oi'the land. ItH principles and practice are identical, on 
this subject, with ihowe of the New and Old School Presby- 
terians, Methodists North and South, Kpiseopaiians, Hap- 
tists, &c. These sects all hold that the legal rt^lation of 
^nvner and owmul between niRn and n un is not sinful, and 
all claim thut theii- slaveholding members are sustaining 
the rtdatlon for gwil and benevolent purposes. They all 
fnu'fly comlenm slavery " as n systenj," but stoutly deny 
that those who practice and uphold the system arti guilty, 
provided they are duly attentive to prayer and proaching, 
ami forms u( pit^ty. And this is just the position mto which 
the American Boani has quietly settled down. ** Oh, most 
hune and impotent conclusion ! " 

While trying to apologise for the Hora« Missionary So- 
ciety (inwhiel) Congregationalists und New Hchool Pres- 
byterians co-ojMJrate,) the Ueport admits its complicity with 
slavery. Slaveholders fellowship in its Mission Churches, 
und sluvehoiding Churches are its benetioiaries I ! 

'J'he course of the American 'IVact Society is now so 
universally known, as to require from us at the present 
time but a few observations. Through our own oolunms 
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M w«U Rs by tliP pubUorttionsi of Mr. Linton nnd otheni, Iti 
pri>'»l«vcry tcndonoion unii iuiiiuitouit ptuulcriug to tho nUivo- 
jHnvor huvo boon ubiuuhiiul^ expv»i»od in Cnntuhi. 'Vho 
short-oominKR ami ninr* of thin nooioty, an well hh of the 
Suiuluy SohtKvl Union, novowly ooniUnuncd in the Re- 
yiorty whoao title will lu? found ubovo. Kvery nin in U»e 
Ueunloguo is unH))uringly d^nounord in the publiuutiona of 
this (HHUUty ttxoept thut particular form of »in 'which in« 
Y\»lvc8 the violation t»f the entire oixio — tho sin of subverting 



tel» and robbing a man of himself." It refuses not mere- 
ly to publish the writings of " mmlem fanatics " on tho 
Bubjooi, but exidudoHi tho tostimonios of such men «s Hop- 
kins, Edwanlw, Wesley, Juv, as well a» thop'^ Christian 
poets, Cowper^ l*ollok, and Montgomery. But not only 
i» it guilty of sins of ouiission, the siHjiely positively b\\\> 
presses the senttnu>ntM of authons and altera their piirase. 
ology, so as to soften or destroy the testimony originally in- 
tended to ooudenm " a syslem at war with every principle 
of humanity, and every dictate of the Got«pel." Wherever 
tho wonl "slavery" occurs, it is struck out, and "intemper- 
ance" or "dancing," or "novel-reading" or the "use of to- 
bacco," is substituted in its 8teud,thuH "te8lifying,"in ellect 
for the lust thirty years, as the Now York Imleptudent 
lately asserted, " that tho institution of slavery, the buying 
and selling of human beings, and the profession of tho sinve 
trader, awi less oU'ensivc to (iwl, less contrary to tho Gos- 
pel, less perilous to tho souls of men, than tne practice of 
dancing or novel-rt^ading, or using of tobacco." Tho Rev. 
Dr. Uucon, shrewdly remarked in a late speech that— 

" Shevr cowardicr^ keeps them from publishing on sla- 
very. They art> ready to publisli against dancingand against 
smoking, for from this they have nothing to fear. Those 
who dance and suxoko will not light those who do not, or 
who condemn these practices. Ho asked if John the Bap- 
tist might not hivvo died of old agt} if ho had tho Committeo 
of tho Tract Society to give him advice i* If tho Tract So- 
ciety were silling as a corouer*8 jury over his headless tmnk 
they would have to bring in a. verdict of felo de se. The 
moral seuso of Christian men at tho South maybe right, 
but thoy aro afraid to have tho Society 8|>oak tho truth. It 
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i« Atchldon niul vHirin^follow, niul the Urvll luul liiii un- 
golii, thut tnako ihoiu icur ; inui thoir tiiuUlity coiitttruinH 
two StK'loty u) ktjop »il»n»oo. Ami \vli«»u»vvor the Sooioty aro 
bfought to ptthli«lt t\ tmct on t)ui HuSjtMt of nlavfti), ovou U' 
it bo m fow |>ugi«it (Voiu SiiuiuonV Soripturul Mtiniml^ tho 
pun) mid diniplo luni{uiigtr of theUiMo iiloiio, iiiu) put it in 
oirouliition, uvcrv ooluortcur, ovory tigtMit in nil tho South, 
will bo mi>lo!«tuc) luui driven out, ho thut nn far iii* th^>0» 
States nr© ooncornoti, thi» whoh* NywttMu will oonu» to ft 
stand ttiU. Tho inauguriUion of a now policy would un> 
questionably nrrost the action of tho Siunctv. jBut, nftor 
l(mg and cunfful thought on tho Nubjoot, ho Avn» oonviiiypod 
that tho pronrnt policy dclmuchc!* tho conscionco of tho 
North and of tho South, and hud coiuo to huvo tho ileoidod 
opinion thatif thoro won^ no coniunMion of Chrir^tiun bodies 
at the North luul South, I'hristijuiity wouUl exert twice tho 
power ul tho South that it now tiiHvs." 

It is worthy of WMUurk, too, that it is tmly in n>fen'nco to 
Slavory in ihr Vmtt\{ <S/ti/ry that tho Tnict Soeietv ia <lund> : 
thus proving how valuelt>ss luid iiy|Hvcriticul is tl>e pl«>a set 
up for silenoo, vise : tho Catholic iums on whiiih tho StJciety 
is founded. On this subject hour the Report : 

** Whonovor tho books of tbe» Society do ullutlt* to tl\p ox- 
istenco of Slavery, it is as to u systeni unknown to the \wo 
plo of tho Uniteci States, but existing sonunvhen^ as a phe- 
nomenon in other parts of tlie worlil. Thus in one of tho 
Society's books, where u passing nihision is uuule to a 
state of servitude, u foot-note exphiins that in some coun- 
tries of tho AW, uxvn ixw bought and soUl and held in bond- 
age. In some of tho tructK on Teuipenuuv^ urguuicnt;! and 
illustrationN art» dniwn from the slave-lnule ns this exists 
in Braxil und in Africa. Thus in reply to the olyection 
of tho distiller that lie caiuiot snttriheo his prt>periy, it is 
aatd * Suppose you wen* now in HruKil and thu owner of 
n largo establishtnent to lit out slave-holders with handouHs 
for the coast of Africa, and could not changn your buain(»si} 
without considenible pecuniary sacriliee, would you nmko 
tho sncrifico, or would you keep your firvn and luunnirrs go- 
ing? And again : If a lu.in lives only to make a descent on 
tho pouoefiil (d>odes of Africa, and to tear away parents from 
thoir weeping uhildn.'u, and husbands from their wives and 
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homon, wIh>ih> {n tho man thftt will iloom thin a inoml biml- 
newN? DtluT mon will i)n\v on iinod'cndinii: Africii, ond 
iMMir human Nino\v« noro!*H \lio orenn to hv> sold. Have yoii 
a rii^jht to it? fNo. .10ft.) Onoo u\on\ '(Miking of the du- 
ty 01 n>N'ning tno drnnkurd, it in ankoti, what would you 
not tlo to pull 11 nrighhoT out of tho \vat< r, or out of the fire 
or to (h^Hvrr him from Algt^rino captivity ? (No, 4ti.) It 
ift oiUy with rt^fpuMioo to ulavery in tho unftitl St/^te» ihuX 
tlui SiM^ioty holds its |Mm»oo. 'l^his studioun nvoidanoA of 
th« Hubji«ot, whoM'* rtlono tho oaudid dinousHion of it can bo 
of any moniont, inn sad eviil^noo of thai fatal spll which 
tho jirent dmgt)n of tho South han oast ovor innny good 
men of \\w land." 

Wo might allude to the eourde of tho Amprionn Biblft 
Society untl t)thor Himilnr institulionn, but we fiitrbcar. 
Mort^ thiUi wulHeienl has Imhmi adduced to prove tho 
monstrouMy ineouHistenl conduct persevered in and gloried 
in, by the leading religious orguni/ations in the United 
States. 'rhen> are, we again repeat, a few nunor organ- 
isations of an anti-slavery eharneter, but, as has been re- 
marked they embrace only such as dissent from the pop- 
ular and |)revalent views upon this subject.'* Among tne^o 
may be ntuubertMl tlio American Haptist Free Mission Stv 
ciety, the Anu'rican Missionary Asswiation, (compofied 
ohletiy of anti-slavery Ctmgregutionalists,) and the Mission- 
ary Societies of the Wesleyans, Fn'e Pn^sbyierians, and 
Free-Will l^aptists, nil comparatively small and feeble. 
Can tho religion, then, pro|mgatedby American misBjofiaiy 
associations be of a purer, holier stamp, than that which 
prevails auumgst the individuals composing these societies? 
" if these, " it lias been asked " embrace only such a qual- 
ified form of Clirisliauity as has no n'buke mr the slave- 
holder, they will not be likely to tench a purer form to the 
heathen — since, to do this, would be to condemn them- 
selves." Mow truly, did the Rev. Dr. Perkins, u mission- 
ary of the Hoar<l, who has attained a position from which 
he can now fearlessly «p»rak out, say in a hue sermon : 
" Auieriean slavery is the crt^wning abomination of the nine- 
teenth century ; it is, perlusps, the greatest of human obsta- 
cles to the progress ol the (lospel — tho responsibility of its 
oonllnuonce rests much, if not mainly, with the Norlhom 



porlion (>f our country) aud especially mth the Chnrchtts (umI 

SofM of th« pntotioal iloduatitum from the abovCf »o far 
mi Canada i« oonoornml, are Uio foDowing : — In the timt 
placOf the minbtttrti and nu>ml»cr8 of thu ditfrrt^nt Churuhes 
iihould lunko thcunselvos bt^ter luHpiainteid with the true 
atAto of the Slavery question in the United States. Jud(j(w 
ing from oertaln prooeudinvs at aoine of our rt)cont ruligi- 
oua anuiveniariea, it in plain thut a vunt amount of Ikuo- 
imnoeexistii on the subjeot. Then, again, all should fo(>l 
that they have a direct interest in this question, and should 
UM) the means they possess to bring it to n happy teriyinii* 
tion. No coninien'ml advantnges, no political or social 
relations, should be allowed to stitle honest convictions, or 
to make us dumb regarding what wc honeMtly believe to 



btxlies or missionary stwtcties which would imply not 
morel"' Ci>mplicity with Shivery, but even indilVe. 'nee, 
shouk be studiously avoidotl ; every op{H)rtunity of testi- 
fying our abhorrtince of the system and of rt»prt>ving ihoso 
who tam}>er with it^ sliuuld bo embrueed. Our synipathy 
with the friends of treodom, as well us with the victims 
tyranny, should he mmiifested, and all our intluence— mo- 
ral, social, political and religious— should be brought to 
bear upon the extinction of Slavery, whose blasting intlu- 
ences even physical nature feels. In line, no respeet for 
ecclesiastical pn>stigc should interfere with our denuncia- 
tion of thoae

THIRD ARTICLK. 

In tho two uraoodiiig urticlos we Imvo pretentod a oiir^ 
Bory ftkotoh ol tho wiokod notion of the loadiutf roligtout 
denoiainationa nnd i>i' tho variou« niinaionury Hoards and 
orgauiKatioiiB in the United Staton on the nluvery question. 
Much more itf a similur stump iniglit he advanoedf all tend" 
ing to prove that, if \l\o i>liuroh as a whole, has not be«u 
avowedly on the side of X\ui oppressor^ it has been praoti- 
oally BO. It hna not taken thut high decided grtmnd on 
this itiihjoct, wliioh its in)tH)rtanoe nnd magnitude demand- 
ed. Its teaoiiiugs have been of tlie lower law" charac- 
ter, and have tende<i nuvst muterittlly to retard the prtigretui 
of true ChritAtianitv, tmd in not u iew inHtnnces to make in- 
jttdels of men who unhappily judged of religion only 
through the uunliuui of itt* prolessom. Tho following ex- 
tract out fmnt a late uuuilM^r of the NtUioHol Eru^ publish* 
ed at WtiMhington, Mcrvo.s io lUuHtratt^ still more hilly tha 
idea which wo desire to iutpn^ss on the minds of our rend- 
ers, in an article luMid(«d The Hon. Mr. Keitt and tlio 
Churches" the following stuUenoea occur : — 
**Mr. Calhoun, in his alarm six'cchos on the subjeot of sla- 
very, was in tho habit of referring, in ominous terms, to tlie 
agitation of that question in t))e great nUigious bodies, and 
its tendency to bnnikupthe connection between theMorthern 
and Southern scotionn. Mr. Keitt, one of his dioeiples, \m 
following in his fiHitsteps. In a lute speech at Spurtons- 
burg, S. C., intending to protluco a weighty imurcssion on 
his hearers, he announced that the Kpit<copiu nnd PreB< 
byteriun Chun^hes were in a states of grtuit agitation on th« 
subject of shivery, were on tlu^ eve of disunion, and that 
disunion was inevitable. The pious men of tho S'nith were 
scandalised at thio, and the Hev. Mr. Bnird stepped forth to 
defend the Presbyterian Churt^h, and vouch for its pro-slavery 
orthodoxy. Tho bart^ idea that any res|H^clable portion of its 
membcrsliip should bo opposed to a system which investi 
one man with full power to make another man work for 
him without wages, to deny him education, and sell him 
like a brute, wan not to bo tolerated. The reverend gentle- 
man vindiouted his brethren of the North against the foul 
libel. This stirred up the Episcopal brethren, one of whom, 
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thfi editor of (he AthviUt (N. C.) Spdottttbr^ addmimed a Ictt- 
tor to th« Hun. Mr. Uuxlon, pnHtor of tho Kpiiioopiil Churtili 
in that |,?laoo. Mr. Huxlun rajoloott to inform thit pubUo 
that tlitt oommunity to whioh ho bolongv ha« roiiDy no hki- 
tory to prewnt uf it* ooanootion with nlavoiy, * for tho »\i\>* 
jaot hao novur onoe bo«n numed for dinotiiNton, or in imy 
way/ in tho G«merul Convuntion of thti Chimih. Prrhapa, 
^ aaya, it would Iw awNeirtlng too inuoh to nay " Umtthora 
arr not to bo founil urivato moiiibemofthe Episoopal ohuroh 
at tha North wiio liold oxfnunuly orronoouii duntiitiunts or aro 
•van fanatioully inlluenond on (ho subitHst of iUvory ; but 
auoh partonii) it ia well known, oould not for a moinont gain 
a hearing U|X« the lioor of any Dioooiun Convention in the 
land, not to say our General Convontlou/ Aa u (iiir iiluN- 
tration * of tho spirit of our Churoli im^RR,' he nddii, " take 
the following paragraph oonueminKttie rrcont VVheoleroamt, 
whioh I out from ii liUe nnmbrr of (ho Jianmr of th» Cnm^ 
publialiod in PhiladeiphlH":— 

* We «now not why tho Friemh^ HetHfw^ of thi» olty, 
•hould bo ooutinued to bu iiont (o un, with nuirked ar(ioIen 
in relation (o (ho notorious, or ruthor inftiutouH, Pnssmore 
Williamson. It oiinnot bo supposed that we mu feul tho 
least sympathy in his behalf, or do otherwise than heartily 
approve tlie finn courno an(t righteous doolsion of Judge 
Kane, who will not fail, we hope, to maintain the majesty 
of the law in this and all siuiilnr ouNt^s'— <JF^(mMrr, Aug. 8ft. 

The beautiful. Christian spirit dinplaytxl in this pnsygruph 
renders proper the asMumntioa by this nnper of (he title, 
•* Batmer of the Cnm" t i'lie editor of (no tipectaktr adds 
his testimony :— 

" Wo take occasion here to say that during a residence 
North of some three years, we booanu) aoipuiinted wi(h 
several Episcopal mmis(ors, and with mimy laymen of 
that Churuh, wi(h whom we were in (he habi( of freely eon- 
versing in rofenmoe (o (he (^ut^stion of slavery ; and of 
tho whole numberof our aunuamtaniie, we did not converse 
with one who was not decidedly opposed to the Abolition- 
ists."

Farther, tho majority roport of tho Committoo of th«
